Prevention or Suur in Wueat.—The | 
Santa Cruz Farmers’ Club discussed the use | 
of blue-stone at their last meeting. 
Humphrey, as reported m the Sentinel, smd | 
by experience he had found that wheat sown 
{rom the sack without blue-stone process, not 
one grain in five germinated and produced 
true wheat free from smut; that by blue- i 
stoning and not sacking one-half grew, and | 
the wheat which he soaked in a solution of 
blue-stone and immediately sowed almost 
every gram germinated, and the crop was 
entirely fice from smut. IIe firmly believed 
that in the last twelve years he had lost 
$1,000 in wheat alone, by not following the 
latter process Iis plan was to blue-stone 
early in the morning and sow immediately. 
He used one pound of blue-stone, dissolved 
in four gallons of water, to five hundred 
pounds of wheat. Mr Monteithsaid he had 
blue-stoned on the Merced River a crop of 
twenty acies, used one pound of blue-stone 
to three hundred pounds of wheat, and a 
good crop was the result. He had used salt 
(from pork barrels and the brine) in the 
place of blue-stone, and found ıt answered 
better than blue-stone. Was satisfied that 
the salt process was better and cheaper than 
the blue-stone. Lime had been tried but 
failed.

Even the philosophers have not shown 
themselves averse to be sprinkled with the 
holy water of laudation, Socrates soberly 
told his judges that they should award him a 
pension instead of condemning him; and Epi- 
curus assured his correspondent that if he de- 
sired glory it was secured to him by the fact 
that Epicurus had thought him worthy of be- 
ing written to! Alcibiades let all the world 
know that the one purpese of his life, 
whether he headed a conspiracy, or plundered 
a city, or cut his dog’s tail off, was to make a 
hoise and give the Athenians something to 
talk abont. Aristophanes, more frank even 
than Cicero, made of the parabeses of his 
comedies vehicles for the most extravagant 
gelf-praise, coolly claiming for each successive 
play not only that it was the best he had 
written, but that it was also tbe best of its 
class, and not to be equalled by any other 
human effort of human wit, , 

The anecdote has often been told of how 
Cardinal Wolsey exasperated his sovereign 
by writing, Ego et Meus rev.“ The gram- 
matical excuse 18 unsufficient to conceal the 
essential arrogance of tbe address. There is 
almost a parallel case in the history of Oot- 
ton Mather, the American Prynne, who cer- 
tainly believed of himself all that he claimed 
for himself. Some heedless persons once 
passed the old person without seeming to be 
conscious of his distinguished presence. 
“Lord,” said Mather, “I pray thee 55 that 
man to take a due notice of Christ!” 

Watson, the famous Bishop of Landaff, de- 
clared that each book he had written was the 
very best work upon that subject. “ When I 
am dead you will not meet another John 
Hunter,” said the great surgeon. “One God, 
one Farinelli!” was the brief but emphatic 
creed of that wonderful musician. Montaigne 
has been abused for the way in which he con- 
tinually piates about himself, but the same 
grande fadaise of the garrulous old essayist 
which so provoked the scorn of Scaliger has 
won, as it deserved, the loud encomiums of 
posterity: Montaigne’s egotism, however, 
was of a very genial and wholesome kind, 
passive and humorous, quaint and contem- 
plative. 

Baron, styled the French Garrick, con- 
tended that ‘the world might once a century 


see a Caesar, but it takes a thousand years to 


produce a Baron!” But this vanity is per- 
haps excelled by the self-absorption of Wads- 
worth, who, when informed that the next Wa- 
verly novel was to have Rob Roy for its hero, 
took down a volume of his verses, read his 
own famous lines to Rob Roy, and calmly 
said: "I do not see what more Mr. Scott can 
have to gay on the subject!” 

Benvenuto Cellini, whose egotism had that 
charming naivete which was so delightful in 
the ancients, has filled his autobiography with 
certificates to his ardor as a lover, his prowess 
as a man and his excellence as an artist, es- 
tablishing the fact that he repeatedly re- 
ceived supernatural oncouragement, was per- 
secuten by the demons, and glorified by a 
light from on high that hung resplendent 
above his shadow, 

Buffon, great as he was in fact, was greater 
still in his own conceit. “There are only five 


great geniuses in modern times,” he exclaim- 


ed, „Newton, Leibnitz, Bacon, Montesquieu, 
and myself.” Richardson, the novelist, was 
perhaps as fond of flattery us any man that 


ever lived, und as great in his own opinion. 


We surrounded himself with a circle of fe- 
male admirers, who were never weary of 
listening to him nor chanting his praise; and 
Johnson said, “His desire of praise was sa 
great that he used to give large veils to 
Speaker Onslow’s servants that they might 
treat him with respect.” Burns, after he had 
dined with Glencairn, confessed himself to 
have been wounded to the soul because his 
lordship showed “so much attention, en- 
grossing attention to the blockhead at the 
table, the whole company consisting of hig 
Lordship, Dunderpate, and myself.”—Lip-

The Indians Again at Work. 


After a lengthy spell of inactivity, the In- 
diana of this section have shaken off their 
torpor, and are now in the field, prepared to 
kill and steal whenever they can. They 
started work on the first instant, by attack- 
ing pwo men—Matthew Sax and a Mr. Pe- 
terson. The men started from Prescott, 
Tuesday last, in a wagon, to go to Camp 
Toll-Gate. When between Lee’s ranch and 
Williamson Valley, the Indians, who lay con- 
cealed, opened fire upon Sax, who was sit- 
ting in the wagon, driving the team. At the 
report of the guns, the team turned quickly 
around and made for Lee’s ranch. Peterson, 
Who was walking some distance behind the 
wagon when the attack was made, followed 
as fast as possible, snd succeeded in getting 
into the wagon. Sax, then, gave up the reins 
to Peterson, telling him that he was badly 
wounded and unable to drive, The Indians 
chased them some distance. Upon arriving 
ut Lee’s ranch, a bed was procured for Sax, 
and lie was hauled to town. Dr. McCandless 
was called in to attend him, and, upon exam- 
ination, found that he bad received one ball 
in the left knee, making a slight, though 


painful, wound, and two balls in the left 
shoulder, about an inch and a half apart, pro- 
ducing a compound fracture of the cavicle 


(collar bone), and breaking it entirely down. 
The course of the balls was downwards and 


inwards. It being late in the evening when 
the examination was made, Dr. McCandless 
made him as comfortable as circumstances 
Ealy next 


would admit. for the night. 
morning Dr. Kendall was called in consulta- 


tion, when they administered chloroform and 
cut down upon the clavicle and extracted 
several pieces of bone. They also raised the 


cavicle to its proper position, put on the usual 


bandages to hold it in place, and wun the 
poor fellow came out from under the influ- 
ence of the chloroform, he expressed himself 
as feeling much better. It is to be hoped he 


will recover. 


The savages next attempted to take the 
life of O. V. Beseler, Superintendent of the

gentleman left Prescott early Wednesday af- 
ternoon, alone, to go to the mill. When 
near the ranch of Johnson & Zimmerman, 
his horse saw or heard the savages, who were 
bid in some rocks near the road, a short dis- 
tance ahead. Upon first seeing or hearing 
them, the animal became frightened, and 
jumped out of the road. Mr. B., suspicioning 
that all was not right ahead, drew a pistol— 
the only weapon he had—cocked it and put 
spurs to his horse. Upon entering the rocks, 
the Indians let loose upon him, and came

rode on, however, until the horse, which had 
received its death wound, commenced stag- 
gering under him. Mr. B. then jumped off 
and ran for dear life, closely followed by sev-

But for the regular weekly bulletin of good 
news received from the Big . Bug mill, now 
running in Big Bug District, on ore from an 
extension claim oñ the Eugenie lode, we 
would have little to say in favor of mining 
in this locality, for, at present, it (Big Bug 
mill) is the only institution of the kind in 
these mountains that grinds out any gold. 
The Eureka mill at Walkers isidle. So, too, 
are the Chase and Sterling mills, in Hassay- 
ampa District. What is being done with the 
arastras at Walnut Grove, on the lower Has- 
sayampa, is, to usa mystery, not having heard 
from that locality in a long time. Of course, 
the Vulture Company's 40-stamp mill, at 
Vulture City, near Wickenburg, is at work, 
and, we believe, paying well. But, then, it 
is along way from this vicinity, and its op- 
eration and yield do not encourage us of the 
mountains very much. Outside of Big Bug 
District, then, the gold extracted so far this 
winter, has not amounted to much, and but 
for the strength and cournge imparted to us 
by the knowledge that Big Bug is all nght, 
we should feel inclined to talk and think less 
of mining matters. The latest news from 
the district was brought here a few days ago, 
by Messrs. L. C. Gray and C. E. Hitchcock. 
It is sunshiny, and may be relied upon as cor- 
rect: The mill had run six days and eleven 
hours, when ıt was stopped and a clean-up 
made, the result of which pleased everybody. 
We have scen that result—a bar, brick or 
slug of gold—worth about twelve hundred 
dollars. The mill is now running again, and 
the Superintendent, Mr. McUarthy, thinks 
he will do even better with this ran. The 
mine was looking first rate; from ten to 
twelve tons of pay ore was being taken out 
every day, and there were, when Messrs. 
Gray and Hitchcock left, about 125 tons of 
ore at the mjll. Thisis quite encouraging, 
not only to the Company and the Superin- 
tondent, but to every white inhabitant of the 
Territory, for the only hope we now have of 
peace and prospenty, lies in the successful 
working of our mines. 

There 1s in the Territory, a great amount of 
farming, grazing and timber lands, but, isola- 
ted as we are, these alone will not induce peo- 
ple to come hero fast enough, over desert 
roads and through hostile Indians, Had we 
a railroad connecting us with the great cen- 
tres of population, soil, climate, timber and 
grass would be sufficient inducements to cre- 
ate a rush. But, we have no such highway, 
and it may be several years before we have 
one. Again, Government does not purchase 
enough produce from our farmers, to encour- 
age those not at present ın the business to 
engage in it. As yet, stock raising will not 
pay, because stock has to be herded and 
watched sharply, else the Indians will gobble 
them. No, the surest way to conquer the 
Indians and bring the country out is for all 
our people to do whatever they can towards 
developing the mines. Were there eight or 
ten mills running and paying in this—the 
central portion of the Territory—there would 
be at Jeast 10,000 American citizens in the 
county, and then, all know, Indians would 
have to succumb or leave the country. Gov- 
ernment is slow to act, and will, we fear, 
never put down the Indians and give us peace 
Therefore we repeat, that the mines of Yav- 
apai, Mohave, Yuma and Pima counties must 
be made productive before we become mas- 
ters of the situation. We are now quite 
certain that there are hundreds of mines in 
the Territory rich enough to pay, and that 
knowledge gained at so great a sacrifice of 
life, time and money—should be sufficient to 
spur us on in the work. The success of 
Messrs. Gray & Hitchcock, even at this late

ing it was to enter the green thickets of wil- 
low and cottonwood which fringed the banks 
of the Colorado, or, as it is called, “the great 
river of the West,” and meet again with civ- 
ilization—where grass grows and water runs. 

The point at which I date my letter is a 
noted landmark, within the boundaries of the 
“Mohave Indian Reservation.“ A strip of 
shrubbery that skirts the river's bank for 
miles appears in the distance Ike an mvitäng 
oasis: and furnishes an abiding place for a 
large tribe of Indians, that but afew years 
ago were roving herds, as wild and sigious as 
are the famishing coyotes which at present 
haunt the spot. Here, safely domiciled for 
the present, thankful for the good fortune of 
having passed safely over the barren wastes 
that lie between me and the “City of Vine- 
yards,” and trustful for the future—I can not 
forbear scribbling a line or two, Mr. Editor, 
as I finish perusing vour excellent journal, 
which I find here, and which, with its neat- 
ness and spirit, variety of information and 
importance of local matter, is well caleulated 
to take the stranger by surprise, and im- 
press him with the fact — if unknown be- 
fore—that the Territory of Arizona, about 
which so many fearful stories are told, is not 
wholly unfit to be other than the home of 
the Ishmacliteor the abode of the dweller of 
the desert. 

I have said that this is an Indian Reserva- 
tion.

Wise must remain in their present dry and 
barren state—just worthless, This being a 
public work, everybody naturally forms an 
opinion concerning tt: So far as I can see, 
the Indians do the labor. In the canal’s ap- 
proach, and where it 1s designed to break the 
bank and intersect the river, it strikes the ob- 
Server that an old ditch maker, who had 
learned by experience not to tamper with the 
swollen waters of mountain streams, would 
very likely be amused at the apparent con- 
tempt which from the outset the projector 
had for hydraulic Jaws, angles and tahgents, 
and surprised at the absence of those safe- 
guards (or preparations for properly planting 
them), so necessary in an attempt to turn the 
treacherous current of the Colorado from 
channels which Nature has prescribed, and 
conduct it, or any part of it, through fields 
of sand as loose and resistless us ash heaps!

Iu going down the west 
oik of Humbug. they tried the gravel, but it 
aul not pan out to suit them, The men left by 
them near the Bradshaw, talked of crossing that 
mountain and prospecting the side facing Black 
Canyon. with the bope of finding a rich gulch 
sud to have been found, some time ago, by a 
party of Ohioans. The story goes that at the 
time satd rich gulch was discovered, there was 
no water in the vicmiy to wash the dirt with 

When the news first reached Prescott, that 
dicgwmge had been found near the Bradshaw, we 
put eausidelable faith in it, but. alas, the too 
vungu ine prospectors who stiuch them and spread 
the news did not, it appears, know anything le- 
garding mines, and were fooled and excited by 
u CO- or two. There is good gravelin that 
regiona but we doubt whether the party alluded 
to wall Bud it.

A Trip to the Country. 


Sanday morning last, while returning to our 
den, from a late breakfast, we were induced to 
forego the pleasnre “ of looking over our ex- 
changes, and seduced into taking a ride down 
the country, as faras Chino Valley. For com- 
panions, we had Wm. Cory, Ed. W. Wells, Geo, 
W. Banghart and J. W. Jobnson,—all jolly good 
fellows, It being Sunday, the farmers along our 
route were resting themselves, after the lubors 
of the week. In passing through Whipple, Wil- 
low,and Granite creek valleys, we noticed many 
food improvements that have been recently 
made. Large flelds of wheat and barley were 
occasionally seen, and on almost every ranch, 
we beheld a patch of wheat. The wheat and 
barley ure a little buchward, owing to the 
drought that for several weeks past bas prevail- 
ed. But should there come a good rain or 
snow inside of two weeks, all will be right with 
the growing crops. Granite Creek Valley has 
been settled up rapidly, with enterprising men, 
who bave built comfortable houses, dug deep 
wells and ‘broke?’ a great deal of land We 
stopped awhile at John Littig’s, and are free to 
way tbat ho has one of the best ranches in the 
valley, as well as the cleanest, coziest dwelling 
house 

From Littig's, we crossed a low divide, and 
went down into Chino Valley, drove rapidly 
nlong until we arrived at the fine ranch of 
Messis Baker & Campbell, where we alighted, 
and waded into the many good things ordered 
set before us, by Mr. Jas. Baker. After dinner, the 
“boys” took a duck hunt. and Mr Cory hilled 
thiee or font fat mallards. The evening passed off 
very pleasantly; all rolled into bed. slept sound- 
ly. and. neat morning, took another duck bunt, 
when Cory shayed them right and left. While 
the bos were out hunting, we interviewed 
the proprietor, and learned that he bad on hand, 
500 head of cattle and 600 head of sheep. and 
all, be assured us, were in fine condition Ile 
milks sume 12 o1 13 head of cows, and. of course, 
there is always on the place more milk and but- 
ter thun 1anchmen, herders, etc., can use. The 
cattle and sheep belong to Messrs Baker, Buf- 
ſum & Campbell It is their intention to have 
at least 10.000 head of stock on the place, inside 
of ayear, The range and water privileges are 
as good as any in this part of the Territory 
ı Up to the present time but four ranches bave 
been cultivated in Chino Valley — Baker & 
t Campbells Robt. Postle’s, G W Banghart's and 
Mi shivet’s These ranches have produced 
ceon, Wheat potatoes, etc The owners usually | 
rurigate, there being an sbunduace of water at 
all seasons for that purpose Mr Baker informed ; 
us that a great many ranches bavo of late been | 
i located down the valley, by persons who intend 
settling upon and working them the coming 
season Thee is plenty of good arable land in!

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Letter from Mohave County. 


Mouave Crry, Arizona, Jan. 18, 1870. 

Dear Miner: I would like to write you a 
lengthy correspondence, made up of impor- 
tant facta regarding the prosperity of Mobave 
County, but, alack! like the Dutchman's 
horse at the foot of the hill, we “ish dare,” 
and there is no use trying to make believe 
we ain't. The progress of Mohave county, 
the past two years, would be hard to discov- 
er. The why of this is probably owing 
greatly to the fact that she possesses no fer- 
tile valleys, for homes for the emigrant, and 
her climate, in summer, is just the thing to 
make every one that can, get up and git, for 
your cool retreat, where corn and potatoe 
patches enn be had for the claiming. But, 
then, Lo is responsible for a great deal that 
has not been done as well as for much that 
has been done. But for his successful efforts 
to keep every miner out of the Sacramento 
District, and to do which they have killed 
half the number that have undertaken to 
work these mines, Mohave county would 
make a fair showing with any county in the 
Territory. For that there are rich ores in 
that District is a proved fact. And, again, 
we have been robbed of a portion of our ter- 
ritory that bids fair to become, very speedily, 
rich and populous,—I refer to the portion of 


‘Mohave given to Nevada. 


Mr. Otis recently came down from El Do- 
rado Canyon with 350 pounds of bullion, 
demonstrating that the mines there pay well. 
He has had to discontinue for want of wood 
The company has been embarrassed all the 
fall by the difficulty in procuring wood. They 
are now determined upon the adoption of 
some plan by which they can procure the 
wood they 7want, and work their mill 
incessantly 

Capt. John Moss, and a large party of 
prospectors are now out in the Clarke Dis- 
trer, and judging from a lot of samples 
brought here for shipment to San Francisco 
for assay, that is a rich district.

Hindoo Legend. 


There is a begutiſul and touching story told 
in the books of the- Buddhists about the 
founder of their religion—a story that has a 
moral for people of all creeds and countries: 

Among the immediate followers of Budha 
was a young girl named Koshagautami. She 
was a simple, artless creature, married to an 
Indian youth like herself; and the pair dwelt 
together in a woodland country near the city 
of the famous Oriental teacher. They hada 
little child, of which Koshagautami was pas- 
sionately fond, as is the wont of Eastern 
mothers. But it happened that the httle one 
sickened and died, much to the astonish- 
ment of the young and ignorant parents, who 
had been brought up in a life so solitary that 
they knew nothing whatever about death. 

The mother was especially grieved to find 
that her child locked so thin and pale, and 
felt so cold, although she pressed it constantly 
to her bosom, and tempted it with delicate 
food. She rocked it and shook it to make it 
speak once more—she would have been glad 
even to hear it cry, although in pain; for the 
silence and deadly heaviness of that little 
body filled her with strange misery. She 
went about the woods with the babe upon 
her hip, as Indian women always carry their 
children, asking everybody she met what 
would be good for the baby and why it was 
so quiet and chill. The people whom she met 
looked very strangely at the tiny corpse and 
shook their heads, saying that no medicine 
would do it good any more. This disap- 
pointed the mother so much that she deter- 
mined to seek out Buddha and ask him, for 
he was never at a loss, for something that 
would bring back the warmth and laughter to 
the little cheeks. 

The master was seated under a banyan 
tree with his disciples, and when the mother 
came near with the child, beseeching lim to 
say if he knew what would make it well 
again, he looked at her weeping countenance 
with great pity and answered that he did. 
“Go,” he said, “and bring me hither a hand- 
ful of mustard seed from a house where no- 
body has ever died, and then I will heal your 
son.“ Koshagautami repaired to the town 
with the child, and asked at the first house 
for a little mustard seed, which was readily 
given, because of her gentle and sorrowful 
look. Friend,“ she said to the good man, 
“did ever anybody die in this household, for 
then the seed would not do?” The house- 
holder shook his head mournfully, and re- 
phed that his eldest son had died there dur- 
in the last moon. She went to the next res- 
idence, and to the next, and so on all through 
the town; but to her surprise she found that 
into every house had entered that same 
disease of which her little one was sick — 
even unto death. 

Ashamed to have been seen passionate and 
importunate, when all the rest of the world 
suffered and submitted, she dared not take 
the child back to Buddha, but buricd in ten- 
derly in the forest, under the shade of an 
asoka tree, and then returned to the spot 
where the master was still teaching. “There 
was no one,” she moaned, “who had mustard 
seed to pive me, of the kind you bade me 
bring.” “No, Koshagautami; it does not 

row in this world of pain and illusion! The 
fivin are very few, the dead are very many, 
my daughter!“ 


No More Cuyurns WAN TRD.—A singular 
method of making butter has lately come in- 
to quite extensive use in France, based upon 
the fact, that cream is changed into butter 
by simply being buried in the earth. The 
theory ia not very intelligible, though the 
fact is stated to be beyond question; and in 
Normandy and other parts of France, butter 
is actually prepared on a large scale in this 
wya. The process consists in placing the 
cream in a linen bag of moderate thickness, 
which is carefully closed; then burying the 
bag about a foot and a half deep in the earth, 
and allowing it to remain from twenty-four 
to twenty-five hours, After the expiration 
of this period the cream is found to have be- 
come hard, and it is then broken up by means 
of a wooden beater into small pieces, and 
enough water poured onto it to wash out the 
buttermilk To prevent any mixture of earth, 
it is advisable to enclose the bag in a second 
one of larger size and coarser quality. This 
method separates the butter more perfectly 
than the ordinary process; and we are as- 
sured that butter thus prepared ıs of most 
excellent quality.—- Courant.

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COURT DECISION. 


In the District Court of the First Judicial Dis-

This is a motion, on affidavit, to dissolve the in- 
terlocutory injunction, ordered by a former Judge 
of this District, and issued in pursuance thereof 
by the Clerk of the sald Court, to restrain the said 
Coles Bush ford, payment to the amount of certain 
bonds and warrants in the aggregate as alleged, 
ot the sum of six thousand four hundred and 
ninety-seven dollars 19-00, dclivered by the Ter- 
ritor, to him for his services as Attorney-General 

of the same 

No objection is made to the character, perform- 
ance, or compensation of the services thas ren- 
dered and received, or in any other manner to the 
Merits of the defendant's case. r 

The facts stated in the relator's affidavit to jus- 
‘tify the issue of this injunction, are, First, that 

“the sald Coles Bashford was appointed to the office 
of Attorney-General, by the Governor of Arizona 

Territory, on the lst of February, 1864, without 
Authority of law and in derogation of the rights 
of the people; Second, that subsequently the sald 
‘office of Attorney-General, was created by the 
‘first Legislature of Arizona, October 4th, 1864, 
ahd that the sald Coles Bashford, though a mem- 
ber of the Legislature creating the sald office of 
Attorney-General, was appointed to fill the same 
November 10, 1864; Third, that the sald Coles 

“Bashford waa, by act of the same Legislature, ap- 
“proved November 10, 1864, made one of the 
oard of Territorial Auditors, and assumed to 
exercise the functions of the last two, mentioned 

Offices, in defiance of all law and justice, and in 
«plain aud palpable violation of the organic law of 
the Territory of Arizona; Fourth, that the so. 
called Legislature, pretending to be in session at 
‘the institution of this suit, December 15, 1868, had 
“assumed to pass an act, instructing the said Ter- 
ritorial Treasurer to pay all Territorial bonds aud 
warrants of the Territory, outstanding and unre- 
“deemed, including those in controversy in the 
Present case, notwithstanding, as the affidavit 
estates, the said pretended Legislature had no le- 
yal existence, by reason of the fact that its mem- 
“bers were apportioned by the Governor of the 
Territory, and elected on a day unknown to the 
law, to wit the 3d day of June, 1867, and that 
both Houses of the said Legislature had allowed 
Q%d permitted non-residents, two in number, to 
‘decupy seats therein as members, as well as by 
Tokson of the fict that the upper House of the 
so-called Legislature had convened and adjourned 
Without a quorum of members present. Ard 
“Fifth, that the bonds and warrants in controversy 
“were audited by the Governor and Secretary of 
“the Territory, acting as a majority of the Board of 
„Auditors, in violation of its organic law, and that 
the people of the Territory of Arizona demand 
“protection against such acts of usurpation. 

The reasons assigned by afidavit and on motion 
“for the dissolution of this injunction, are among 
‘others the following: First, that it was ordered, 
nek parte, no service of notice of any kind having 
‘been made on the defendant, Charles H. Lord, and 
no sufficient actual or constructive service having 
“Ween made on the defendant Coles Bashford ; Sec- 

ond, that the complaint ‘on which the injunction 
owas issued does not set forth a sufficient cause of 

action, and that the proceedings of the plaintiff 
are irregular and defective; Third, that the com- 
pine filed in the case is not sufficient to author- 
ze the Issue of an injunction, because it does not 

, Allege that the afflant knows the contents thereof; 
ourth, that Mr. Oury, who institutes the svit for 
the Territory, was not at the time Attorney-Gen- 

etal in fact or otherwise, because, on October 27, 
1866, more than two years before the institution 

of the present suit, that office was abolished ; 

Fifth, that the Injunction is void, because it was 

issued by the Clerk, and could only have been 

issued by the Judge who ordered it at his Cham- 

„bers; Sixth, that the injunction is vold, even if 
properly issued, because it does not follow the lit- 
eral directions of the Judge, and includes only 
the defendant John B. Alien, whereas the direc- 
tions of tha padi require all three of the defen- 
ünnts named in the complaint, to bo included in 
said Injünetfon. 

It is not necessary that these reasons and ox. 
Toptlons should be discussed in equal detall ; for I 

. n Constrained to dissolve this Injunction on the 

fendants’ second exception alone—that , the 

causes of action alleged in the- affdavit are insuf- 
ficient to authorize its issue. 

These reasons demand suffictent examination to 
show their fallacy. : 

„ The rst of them. is, that Coles Bashford was 

appoltited to the office of Attorney-General, by 

fhe Governor of Arizona, without authorſty of 
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law and in ddrogation of the rights of the peo 
of the Terr 15 k ga es 

This allegation is wholly unsustained by the 
history of Arizona, its own Immediate organic act, 
and the organic act of New Mexico, which 
throughout this opinion, shall, without furthe 
distinction, be clted, as it Is 
ganic law. 

The office of Attorney-General was established 
in New Mexico, at least as early as September, 
1846, and the Governor was to com misslon the 
officer, (Kearney Code, 1 P. 45). By Act 
of Congress, August 4, 1854, Sec. 1, Stats. at 
Large, Vol. 10,575, the territory acquired under 
the (then) late treaty with Mexico, called the Gad- 
scn treaty, was incorporated with the Territory of 
New Mexico, gubject to all the laws of the sald 
lust mentioned Territory.“ The Act of New 
Mexico, February 2, 1869, provides, (Sec. 1, Code, 
p. 82) that “there shall be an Attorney-Qenerai 
appointed by the Governor of that Territory.” 
Our own organic act, Sec. 2,, mukes that of New 
Mexico a part of our own. 

Indeed, the laws of New Mexico would have 
continued in operation {n Arizona after its sever- 
ance from the former Territory, upon the princi- 
ple of public Jaw, that a change of sovereignty, or 
political organization, the laws of the former sov- 
brelgn or organism remain in force in the new 
one, until repealed or modified, excepting in 80 
far as they are antagonistic to its institutions. In 
the absence of some such principle and of special 
provision, in such cases, these would be nnder 
the new arrangements, that anarchy which the 
law above tll things deprecates. 

It nowhere appears that the last Act had been 
repealed at the time the defendant was. first ap- 
pointed Attorney-General of Arizona, On the 
contrary, it is absolutely apparens, and not denied, 
that the act in question wasin full operation at 
the time, in this Territory, and justified the ap- 
pointment of the defendant as made. 

The first of those allegations thus absolutely 
fails, in fact; abd in the absence of all reason to 
the contrary, this branch of the case may be left 
to the presumption of law, which, without further 
citation, applies to every other branch of the de- 
fendant's Cause, that ‘every public officer is pre- 
suined to actin obedience to his duty until the 
contrary is shown.” (Martin vs. Mott, 12. Wh.

The second allegation on which this Injunction 
issued is, that subsequently the said office of At- 
torney-General was created by the first Legisla- 
ture of Arizona, October 4, 1864, and the defend- 
aut, though a member of the same Legislature, 
which thus created this office, was appointed to 
fill it, November 10, 1864 

This allegation signally falls in point of fact, 
for by reference to the citations under the rela- 
tor’s first allegation, it will appear that the office 
of Attorney-General was first established in New 
Mexico, betore Arizona had an organic existence, 
that it was extended to this Territory by express 
legal enactment, that the office was in full legal 
existence here, both when the first appointment 
was made and when the act for its modification 
and continuance here was passed That act, 
therefore, was in no conceivable sense the creation 
of the office of Attorney-General, 

The probibitory provision to which this excep- 
tion is doubtless intended to be referred, appears 
inthe organic act of New Mexico, Sec 9, in the 
following terms. “No member of the Leyisla- 
tive Assembly shall hold, or be appointed to any 
office which shall have been created or the salary 
or emoluments of which shall have been increased, 
while he was a member during the term for which 
he was elected, and for one year after the expira 
tion of such time” The act was in no sense a 
creation of the office. It was merely a declara- 
tion and modification of the law as it then stood 
in reference to un existing one—a continuance of 
the same office. 

The cognate branch of this allegation in refer- 
ence tu an increase of the salary or emoluments 
ot the office in question is equally unsustained— 
nothing appears to show how, or in what amount 
the salary or emoluments referred to were inerens- 
ed; and the fullest examination of which the sub- 
ject was susceptible, tends to the conclusion that 
both the salary and emoluments were diminished 
by the law complained of. 

This allegation must therefore be regarded as 
wholly insufficient to sustain this injunction. 

The relutor's third allegation is that the snid 
defendant has, by act of the same Legislature of 
which he was a member, approved November 10, 
1864, made one of the Board of Territorm! Audi- 
tors, and assumed to exercise the functions of the 
last two mentioned officers, in defiance of all law 
and justice, and in plain and palpable violation of 
the organic law of the Territory of Arizona. 

Precisely the same series of facts and the same 
deductions apply to the office of Aduitor that 
have already been applied to the office of Attor- 
ney-General; and with the same conclusion, that 
the act last referred to, neither created an office 
nor increased the salary or emoluments of an ex- 
isting one. ' 

It may be added in the absence of all showing, 
that there exists no such incongruity between the 
ofiices in question as renders it illegal or impoli- 
tic for them to exist in the same person at the 
same time. 

This allegation therefore cannot sustain the in- 
junction. 

The fourth allegation of the relator’s affidavit 
is, that the so-called Legislature had no legal ex- 
istence, because its members were illegally appor- 
tioned by the Governor, and elected on a day un- 
wee to the law, to wit: the 3d day of June, 

7. 

This seems to be presented ns an undeniable 
assumption, and nelther facts nor law are adduced 
by the record, nor argument to support it. 

This allegationscems to be the principal reliance 
of the rélator to sustain his case. It was also the 
burthen of the ease of the Territory of Arizona 
vs. Buckalew, decided by the same learned Judge 
who ordered the issue of this injunction, in which 
a Legislature was declared to be a nullity and its 
acts of no legal effect; and it no doubt ruled the 
issue of this Injunction. 

The very grave consequences thus deduced from 
this allegation challenge careful examination. 

The language of the learned Judge in the case 
referred to isas follows: „This tegislative action 
is a manifest attempt, on the part of the Leglsla- 
ture, to delegate an obvious general legislative 
power, that of apportioning the members of its 
own body, to the executive, and. that, too, against 
the express provisions of the organic act, requir- 
ing this pecullar duty to be done by the law-mak- 
ing power 

“If this can be done, then every legislative 
function may be delegated and the whole frame- 
work of the Governmient changed.” 

Careful Inspection of our organic act will show 
that the assertion just cited In wholly unfounded 
in fact. That act does not, either In terms or by 
any fhir implication, require the Legislature to per- 
form this duty itself nor prohibit the Governor 
from performing it. Thbe,lvarned Judge bas mis- 
read and miseite the portion of the organic agt 
referred to. it does not require the Legislature 
tormnke the apportionment, as is taken for grontod: 

The languigo of that act (Sec. 5,9, Stats. at 
Large, p. 448, is as follows: “The apportioning 
the representation in tba several counties or dis- 
trigts, to the Council and House of Repsesenta- 
Uves, agcording to the population, shall be pro- 
serlbed by law.” It is not the actual apportion- 
ment whith is thus to be prescribed by law, but 
the dpportioning—that is, the mode or process of 
pking. it, ar ee + . 

ho truth is, Congress has exhausted the whole 
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legislation belonging to this public duty in the | tary of the Interior, not Congress, apportluns the 


provision above cited, that jt must be done “ac- 
cording to the population.” Nothing that remains 
is leglslatlon—It is ministration execution, pure 
and simple. ‘ 

If the asgertlon thus cited means that legisla- 
tive bodles must or do confine the actual exerciae 
of all thelr legislative powers exclusively to them- 
selves, it ie negatived by the whole history ot leg- 
lslation. Much of the business of all legislative 
bodies, federal, state and parliamentary, is practi- 
cally committed to subordinate organisms of their 
own creation, such as Territéries, counties, dis- 
trlets, parishes, townships, towns, etc. By these 
the legislative powers, thus conferred, have al- 
ways been exercised beneficially and without 

uestlon. Nor are these consignments of leglsla- 
uva power the result of indolonce or indifference. 
They are in all cases luvited by the peculiar fit- 
ness of recipients for their exercise. 

The most forcible exemplification of this prop- 
osition is perhaps to be found in the Territories 
of the United States. Art. IV., Sec. 8, clause seç- 
ond, of the Constitution, declares that * the Con- 
gress shall have power to dispose of and make 
all needful rules and regulations respecting the 
territory or other property belonging to the 
United States.” Either trom this grant alone, or 
assisted by implication of onr national sovereign- 
ty, (American Insurance Co vs, Canten I. Peters, 
511) Congress derives its whole power over the 
Territories. 

This is no small nor unimportant part of the 
whole power of Congress. It will be perceived 
byjinspection that this power is conferred on Con- 
giess alone; and yet, beginning with the Ordi- 
nance of July 18, 1787, Congresa has ever since 
left this vast and important part of legislative 
power to territorial organizations of its own cre- 
ation. True, it has retained the power of disaffir- 
mation. Practically, however, almost none ot the 
volumnous Territorial legislation has ever been 
modified or annulled by Congress. Perhaps no 
equal mass of public labor has ever been so free 
from question or modification under any revisory 
power. 

Nor are these grants of Territorinl legislative 
power either stinted or embarrassed by timed 
checks or reservations. They are full and unre- 
served. Our own organic law of New Mexico, 
(Sec. VII, Stats. at Large, Vol. 9, p. 448.) may be 
taken as a type of them all. The portion of it 
which illustrates this question is in these terms: 
“The legislative power of the Territory shall ex- 
teud to all rightful subjects of legislation, con- 
sistent with the Constitution of the United States, 
and the provisions of [that] act.” 

No one article of Arizona legislation, it is be- 
lieved, has ever been questioned or disaftirmed by 
Congress, or by any other competent authority. 

Here this exemplification might sately terminate, 
for if the learned Judge’s opinion is true, as stated, 
our Territorial Legislation of eighty years isa 
mere nullity. The learned Judge's commission 
was a mere mockery, und his opinion as utterly 
wanting in authority as it is In reason and prece- 
dents applicable to the case. 

The powerful States and growing Territories 
which have arisen under this policy, triumphantly 
vindicate the action of Congress in making these 
grants of Territorial legislative power. 

Art I. Sec. 8, clause seventeen, of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, enjoins Congress “To 
exercise exclusive legislation, in all cases what- 
soever, over euch district (not exceeding ten miles 
square), as may by cession of particular States, 
and the acceptance of Congress, become the seat 
of government of the United States“ It will be 
perceived that this grant of legislative power in 
Congress, over the District of Columbia, is us 
exclusive as human lauguage can make it. And 
yet, Congress carly incorporated, and has ever 
since maintained the city of Washington, by 
which most of the legislation of that District has 
been exercised. 

Of the thirty, more or less, great legislative 
powers vested in Congress, by the Constitution 
(Art 1, See VIII), several of those not exclusive- 
ly vested in Congiess, or buried State action, by 
some repugnance in their nature, have, ever since 
the formation of the Constitution, been free sub- 
jects of State legislation. 

Weights and measures, the status of foreign 
immigrants, bankruptcy, msolveucy, counterfeit- 
ing the current coin, and wfitten securities of the 
United States, may be cited as examples of this 
state df legislation. 

The grants of power to the Legislatures of the 
States, by their respective Constitutions, are, in 
their terms, absolute and exclusive And yet, these 
State Legislatures have created several thousand 
counties, districts and parishes, and endowed them 
with well defined legislative power —espeeially 
over costly bridges nnd other public edifices, the 
construction of public highways, taxes and taxa- 
tion. Nor has this been done without reason or 
expediency ; for what central body is so compe- 
tent to legislate upon these local subjects as those 
who were born upon the streams to be bridged, 
or the sites of roads to be made, and have travers- 
eq them all their lives? Or who so competent to 
legislate on the subject of taxes and taxation, as 
those who thus know the taxable capacity of éach 
citizen by proximity and personal knowledge. 

These same Levislatures have established miny 
thousands of townshipstand towns, and endowed 
them with clearly defined traces of legislative 
power—especially over highways. 

This illustration might be continued by refer- 
cuce to cities and other municipal organizations 
which are created and maintained by the State 
Legislatures, with well defined powers of local 
legislation upon such subjects as the public 
healtb, police, streets, highways, public and pri- 
vate edifices, ete. 

The conclusion, therefore, is that the learned 
Judge's opinion, above cited, Is without founda- 
tion in reason or in fact, and must be so treated 
in the disposition of this case. 

Even if the Logislature of Arizona had com- 
mitted to its Governor a power purely legislative, 
but not Improper in other respecta, the foregoing 
examples show that its exercises would not have 
been void. The mere apportionment of the mem- 
mers of the Legislature, is, as already stated, in 
no conceivable sense, a legislative power. It is 
no more so than adding a column of taxes, or 
calculating the interest or discount on a note or 
draft, or estimating the salary of a public officer 
under the statute, or polling the jury upon the 
panel, or any uther simple arithmotical process. 

A lpgisintive powef mny be illustrated by a sim- 
ple description of its exoroises, It is merely an 
act of the Legislature commanding or prohibit- 
ing some deed, with a penalty or damage for the 
violation of this command on prohibition, and 
with directions how and by whom, this act Is to 
bo adjudicated and executed. The adjudication 
and the execution are, and ever must be, leftto 
the judiciary and the executive, with all their pet 
ty calculations and details. These are no busi- 
ness of the Legislature. 

Such was the apportionment of the members 
of the Legisinture of Arizona. under the wot of 
November 10th, 1864, No :exception is made to 
the detalls of the performance of this duty, ‘That 
Legislature did nothing moro nor less than its 
duty in prescribing the apportioning of the mem- 
bers, and the time, place und manner of holding 
and conducting the election, (Organic Law of 
New Mexico, Sec. 5. Stats, at Large, vol. 9, p. 448.) 

Nothing else is made the subject of exception, 
in this allegation, The logislative action was 
therefore valid, and cannot now be successfully 
questioned, t r 

Finally, ít mnay-not be impropor to add; in ro- 
ference to this branch of the case, that tho Secre- 
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representatives at each decennial change, and cet- 
titles the lame to the House of i and 
the Executives of the respective States; (act, 
May 23, 1850, Bec. 24, Stats. at Large, vol. IX, p.

side of Arizona, that this was a flagrant derelic-, 
tation of duty by Congress, in turning over to our 
Executive department, a duty essentially legisla- 
tive. : 

The injunction in questlon can, therefore re- 
ceive no support from this allegation. 

The next allegation of the affidavit for the issue 
of the injunction is, that “the pretended Leyisla- 
ture, of June 3, 1868, allowed and permitted non- 
residents of the Territory, two in number, to oc- 
enpy seats as members.” This allegation waa 
elaborated by the learned Judge who iseped the 
injunction in the present case, in his opinion in 
that of McCaffry vs, Oury, with the coneluslon 
that the Legislature described was thereby an- 
nulled. It does not appear, that excepting this, in 
the organization of the Legislature des¢ribed, or 
in its act complained of, there was lacking any 
substantial or formal requisite. 

This allegation was not judicially before the court, 
by any proper form or presentation, and under an 
administration of Justice more careful of the purity 
of its records, it would have been stricken out as 
scandalous and impertinent. 

It is a rule of Jaw which admits of no denial, that 
the acts of legislative bodies, when properly certi- 
fied, are to be taken as valid and true. Any relaxa- 
tion of this rule would destroy the confidence of the 
subject in his government, and overthrow all human 
institutions. This has been decided in many cases; 
none, itis believed, dissenting, but a few of which 
can be cited bere. 

In Fletcher vs. Peck, 6, Cr. 87, it is decided by 
Marshall, C J. “If an act be constitutional and 
clathed with the forms of law, the Courts cannot 
enquire into the motives of the Legislature in pass- 
ing it” 

1 the constitutionality nor formality of the 
law in question is denied or doubted 

It is ruled in Falconer vs. Campbell (2, McLean, 
165), and in White vs Howe (3, McLean. 111), “If a 
law bear upon its face the requisite authentication, 
the vote by which it was passed cannot be enquired 
into: it is presumed to have been passed by the 
necessary constitution of the majority ” 

In Warren vs. Beers (23, Wendell, 103), a similar 
question arose in the Court of Errors, of the State 
of New York, and in the discussion of that case, 
(p. 125 of the report) Chancellor Walwath says; “I 
have very little doubt that this Gourt is not autbor- 
ized, upon the demand of the plaintiff's declaration, 
to look beyond the printed Statute book, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether the law of 1838 was 
passed by a two thirds vote, or merely as a majority 
bill, if, indeed, a Court is authorized in any way to 
instigate enquiry into the mode in which a law 
signed by the Governor und duly certified by the 
Secretary of State, was passed 

Bradish, President of the Senate, in the discussion 
of the same case, speaking of the Statute under dis. 
cussion, says. lt is. therefore, a public act, and 
haying received the requisite sanctions, and been 
deposited in the office uf the Secretary of State, it 
has become a public record.” 

Equally strong and to the same effect are the 
other arguments used, and the cases cited in the 
examination of that important cuse. 

A similar question arose in the ease of the peo- 

ple vs. Devlin, decided in the Court of appeals of 
the State of New York, and reported im 33, New 
York Reports, p. 269. 
In that case, and in reference to the statute then 
under discussion, Porter (J.) says, ‘Iam of opin- 
ion that the legislative Journals are not legitimate 
evidence to impeach the statute produced They 
are not mada 50 by the constitution; they are not 
made 80 by the statute; they were not made 80 
by common law.“ The same learned Judge fur- 
ther says: “Whenever any act or procecding of 
such a body becomes necessary to be shown in 
evidence, such journals may be received; but to 
impeach the force and effect of a solemn statute, 
duly certitied, no authorityfean be found within 
the limits of my research, to admit them to be 
legitimate evidence, but much authority may be 
found to the contrary.” 

In the same case snys Campbell, (J.) When a

The conclusion, therefore, is, that the act in 
question has not been successtully inpeached and 
cannot sustain this injunction by any want of 
validity. 

Another allegation of the affidavit for the issue 
of the injunction is that the legislature which au- 
thorized the payment of the bonds and warrants 
in controversy, was a nullity, because the upper 
branch of It conveued and adjourned without a 
quorum of the members present,” 

In tho case of MeCaffry, vs. Oury, before cited, 
the learned Judge who issued this injunction adds 
to this, as a vital error, that the same body cor- 
rected its minutes without a quornm present. 

In the case last cited, the learned judge says: 
“In accordance with the fundamental and unbend- 
ing principles of the Constitution of the United 
States, that Constitution and those of the respect- 
ive States expressly authorize each house of Con. 
gress and ench house of the Legislature óf the 
several States, to meet and adjourn, and to send 
for absent members. 

“Without such a provision there could be no 
such meeting, and an adjournment would work a 
total dissolution of the bodies.” f 

Now, the utter worthlessness of fhis assertion 
appears in the fact that neither in the constitution 
of New York, nor in that of Massachusetts, is 
there the slightest referenced, either by letter or 
implication, to any power in the logisintures of 
these States, or elther of them, to adjourn from 
day to day, and send for persons and papers. On 
the contrary, it is tacitly assumed by both thése 
venerable documents, that their legislatures can 
do this by their own inherent powors and tho ne- 
cesslty of the case, 

In several other States of the Union, including 
New Hampshire and North Carolina, this power 
is treated as belonging to thelr respective legisla- 
tures, et natura; and when referred to at all, it is 
by way of limiting an admitted goneral power.

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Interview between our Governor and a 
Reporter of the New. York. Herald,

York -Herala of Jan- 
8125 Ach, 1870, that our: mergetio Governor 
is spending his time in the Poe to good pur- 
pose—enlightening the Press, people and 
Government upon our wants and resources.

Governor A, P. K. Safford passed through 
this city yesterday afternoon on his way to 
the national capital. Prior to his departure 
he favored one of the Herald. representatives 
with a lengthened visit, aud, in tho course ot 
an interesting conversation some very import- 
ant facts were elicited, to which the attention 
of the public may well be attracted. Gov- 
ernor Safford is a genial: gentleman, and, 


though evidencing the first principles of a, 


true American, could scarcely ¢gonceal his 
feelings regarding the action of the United 
States government towards the vast and 
fruitful Territory of Arizona, He appeared 
to regret exceedingly the callousness of fhe! 
authorities to the wanton anq terrible dutra- 
ges daily perpetrated by the Indians through- 
out the wide domain. The sad want of n 


sufficient military force to repress the fre- 


quent crimes of the Apaches, committed with 
a bold and fiendish defiance, was a subject 
upon which he dwelt with some earnestness. 

After adverting at some length to the war- 
fare at present existing between the inhabit- 
ants of Arizona and the Apaches, who, he 
said, lived entirely by pillage and plunder, 
Governor Safford went on to state that hith- 
erto the most determined resistance haq failed 
to counteract the terrible destruction they 
were daily spreading, “The Apaches,” he 
said, “are of a brownish hue, small in stature, 
cunning, treacherous, very fleet and generally 
travel in bands of twenty-five and thirty 
They fight mostly in ambush, their action 
is mstantaneous antl their purpose deadly. 
They have entirely exterminated u people 
who lived there long since, a people that once 
largely populated the territory, built towns 
and cultivated fields. Nothing isnow known 
of that people, except some broken ruins, 
which point woefully to their destruction; 
while the time they existed can only be esti- 
mated by the soil that bas accumulated over 
them. The Apaches are, indeed, cruel in the 
extreme, generally disposing of their victims 
by slow and dreadful tortures. 

Reronrer—I presume, sir, that the mili- 
tary force is insufficient to repel a well direct- 
ed attack on the partof the Indians. 

Governor Sarrorp-—Up to the Ist of 
January we have had an army of 1,500 men, 
while the Apaches, every one of whom is a 
savage, number over 20,000. There are only 
fifteen or twenty military posts throughout 
the Territory, and I need not. add that the 
force is barely sufficient to carry on even de- 
fensive warfare, while the lives and the prop- 
erty of the inhabitants, removed at some dis- 
tance from the posts, are constantly in immi- 
nent danger. 

RerorteR—Have any overtures been made 
to the Apaches—have you ever approached 
them in a friendly spirit? 

Governor Safford—They want no peace 
whatever. Time after time have the most 
earnest endeavors been made to bring them 
to terms, to teach them agricultural pursuits 
and change their mode of existence. But 
no; scarcely had they been courteously re- 
ceived when sume daring outrage would be 
committed; after which they would fly to 
their fastnesses in the thickly wooded forests. 
Plunder is their ruling passion and they fol- 
iow it witha will. It is almost impossible to 
get at them. 

Reporter—To accomplish the object sought 
by the inhabitants of Arizona in the way of 
arresting the devastation of the Indians what 
military ſorce do you think would be re- 
qnired ? 

Governor Safford—About three thousand 
cavalry and one thousand infantry, it is the 
opinion of military men that such a force 
would within a year eradicate the difficulty. 

Reporter The land of Arizona is said to 
be exceedingly fertile. 

Governor Safford—You are right, indeed, 
sir. The country is very rich, possesses the 
best grazing, nutritious Fir oer and every vari- 
ety of corn. I tell you, if we were free from 
the annoyances of the Indians we could sup- 
ply the world. The varieties are very ex- 
tensive. The arable land produces two trops 
a year—one crop of wheat, barley and oats, 
and afterwards a crop of corn. Tho country 
has two rainy seasons, the result being most 
advantageous, In fact there is produced a 
glorious variety—anything that is -raised in 
any of the zones. But whatisthe use of it? 
The inhabitants—a brave, whole souled, in- 
dustrious people—are daily harassed, to say 
nothing of the direful calamities that daily 
occur. Itis estimated that within the Jast 
eighteen months one-ninth of the adult pop- 
ulation of Pima have beon murdered, woun- 
ded or made captives of, * 

Reporter May I enquire whether any pro- 
vocation is given to the depredators you com- 
plain of. Lou know, sir, of course, that 
there are two sides to a story. i 

Governor Safford—Provocation! Why, cer- 
tainly not. The most enrnest efforts to secure 
peace have proved fruitless. Moreover, they 
are most merciless in their diabolical cruel- 
ties. For instance, when they secure a few 
captives they celebrate the event in the woods 
with barbarous festivities. The tribes assem- 
ble together for two or three days, the vic- 
tims meanwhile being publicly exposed to 
the vilest tortures, They are then slowly 
put to death. I have referred to the great 
wealth of the soil, and I should hive men- 
tioned the fact that it is exceedingly rich in 
minerals, the mountains abounding in gold 
and ailver; but the efforts of the industrious 
im striving to devélop the mines are completo- 
ly paralyzed, There is one mine, perhaps

Roporter— Have you, sir, considered what 
the result of the present policy of the Gov- 
ernment is likely to be? Los 

Governor Safford —Why, the inevitable 
consequence must be—if no radical change 
be quickly made—that the Indians shalt be 
acknowledged the ruling power in Arizona. 
I earnestly hope the Government will take a 
decisive step in the matter, The sooner a 
large population shall be-attracted to that 
country the better, and after a time tho Gov- 
ernment will be entirely free from further ex- 
pense in affording prutection. In August 
last, 1 tendered the Goyernment the services 
of 300 picked men to enter on 4 campaign 
for six montha, we furnishing our own horses 
and giving our time, asking nothing in ro- 
turn but our rations, But the Government 
declined our services on the ground that it 
had no right to accept them. 

Reporter—Do you believe that oppres- 
sive measures towards the Indians are abso- 
jutely necessary, or that they deserve to be 
exterminated ? 

Governor Safford—By no means. I have 
great sympathy with the Indians that desire 
to be peaceable, and would extend to them 
all the kindness possiblo. I believe in teach- 
ing them agriculture and placing them in a 
position where they can protect themselves. 
I do not believe in extermination, for the In- 
dians have their rights; but the inhabitants 
of the Territories have also their rights, and 
desire peace. There are several very peacea- 
hle and industrious tribes, including the 
Pimas, Maricopas, Mohaves, Yumas, Papa- 
goes and others, on good terms with the in- 
habitants, and they prosecute their agricul- 
tural labors with earnestness and honesty. 
But it is ensily to be seen that over a terri- 
tory three times as large as the State of New 
York, some sufficient force is requisite in or- 
der to protect the peaceably disposed. I may 
mention an incident to show the vigor with 
which even the women defend their homes; 
for when the Indians capture them they treat 
them shamefully, so horribly, indeed, that 
death to the victims were far preferable. Two 
years agoa member of the Legislature left 

is home for Prescott, which was distant 
about two miles. In his absence the Indians 
came and commenced a determined attack on 
his house. His wife,a lady of some self- 
posession, immediately armed herself with a 
double-barrelled gun, and was not by any 
menns unsuccessful in disposing of some of 
her enemies. But finding that she had only 
two charges of shot left, she nt once des- 
patched a little Spanish boy to her husband, 
informing bim of the occurrence and request- 
ing an additional supply of ammunition. I 
merely mention this to show you that these 
attacks are so numerous and unexpected that 
the- women do not hesitate to take up arms 
for the defence of the country. 

Rerorten—It is argued that because the 
Territory of Arizona pays such a little reve- 
nue to the Government it is unreasonable to 
ask an additional supply of troops. 

Governor Safford—I am very glad you 
mentioned that. Now, is it not very plain 
that we cannot accumulate wealth without 
working for it? If the Government lends us 
the necessary assistance to develop the vast. 
resources of a land teeming with milk and 
honey, the advantages will be mutual. The 
amount of revenue we pay the Government 
can be measured almost by the protection 
afforded us. New York and Massachusetts and 
other great States had to contend against 
many difficultics before they arrived at their 
present stage of prosperity. Now, we have a 
great country and wish to develop its mag- 
nificent resources. All our trade, an it is 
considerable, comes to New York. Every 
dollar we make is so much for thé fevenues of 
the Government, and it is only fair to hope 
thut our desire to prosper and spread around 
the advantages which ,this country affords 
will meet with a willing response from the 
proper authorities. 

Having thus expressed his views upon a 
subject of considerable importance, Governor 
Safford, after a friendly adieu, took his de= 
parture. 


The Colorado River Country. 


In compliance with the desire of a friend; 


on the lower Colorado river, wo give place to 
the following, which was, he tells us, written 
by him to a friend in Warren, Trumbull 
county, Ohio, and published in the Constitu- 
tion, of that place: 

As you desired information in regard to 
this country, I will endeavor to give you as 
much as possible, Along the Colorado river, 
which forms the line between Lower Oali- 
fornia and Arizona, there are some very fine 
stock ranches, or farms, and the Indians raise 
considerable corn, some wheat, watermellons, 
beans and pumpkins. All that is raised, 
comes from the overflowing of the river about, 
the last of July or first of August, which 
continues somo six poeks. 

e mings of gold, silver, lead and copper, 
are thought to be very rich, and there are 
many salt mines. It is the opinion of every- 
body here, that these mines would all be 
worked at great profit, were they anywhero 
but in Arizona. It coats’ a mint to work a 
mine here now. We have but one Jine of 
schooners and steaniors between here aud San 
Francisco, and freight is so high, capitalists 
cannot work their mines to any advantage, 
Tf we over gat the bailrodd they talk àf, you 
may look out. for the richest, country in the 
world—California not ‘excepted, .

Protection Badly Wanted for Arizom - 


{From the Now York Jenmin? of Commerce J 


Governor Safford of Arizona, is wow in thi 
ety, on his way to Washington for the por 
ose of securing’ additional military prota. 
tion for that 
proved by General George H. Thomas an 
other eminent army officers whom ho hy 
consulted, which he proposes to submit to 
the Federal authoritres, It seems to be fem 
ible and merits a trial. At present the Apache 
Indians are scourging industry and enterprie 
of every description ont of Arizona, or keep. 
ing them within the narrow and guarded jin 
its of a few of the principal towns. Of al 
the American Indian tribes, the Apaches an 
indisputably the worst. They are monsten 
of revenge and cruelty, practicing refinements 
uf torture upon captives compared with which 
the worst horrors of the Spanish inquisition 
were mild. Possessing ul! the deep cunpmg 
of their race, they are, when in considerabk 
numbers, formidable focs to small bands of 
white men. Within the last two years their 
successes have emboldened them, and their 
raids upon small white settlements have been 
more daring and bloody than ever. Accord 
ing toa tabular statement, one-ninth of the 
able-bodied white population has been killed, 
wounded or missing in engagements with the 
Apaches within eighteen months; and tle 
retirement from service of nearly one-half ¢ 
the fifteen hundred United States soldien 
now on duty there, at an early day, raie 
the alarming query what will become of th 
rest of the white inhabitants? Unless some 
thing is done by the Government, it seem 
only a question of time when the whites wil 


be extirpated or driven out from that awit 


erous and in many other respects rich and 
valuable Territory. Besides the claims which 
peaceful and law-abiding Arizonians have up 
on the general government for protection, 3 
duty is obligatory upon the authorities tode 
fend the mails, which are now exposed to the 
most frightful risks in the passnge across the 
infested region. Within a year no less than 
three mails have been stopped, the guards 
and passengers all killed, and the letter 
destroyed. To put an end to all these mur 
ders and outrages, Governor Safford desitess 
force of Hot more than fonr thousand troop 
—soy three thousand cavalry and one thov 


sand infantry. This number would be sufi. 


cient, in his opinion, to bunt the Apache 
into their hiding places, to break up thor 
largest parties, to keep them perpetually g 
the mave, and either drive them into Mesio 
| (which is their natural destination when mò 
lested) or to kill off in encounters a large prò- 
portion of their warriors, and compel the 


rest to feel that they are at last conquer, 


and to sus for peace, Ile does not advocate 


‘the extermination of the Apaches as some . 


do, but only to force them to realize that 
they have at last met their masters, and that 
there can be no compromise between clearing 
out of the Territory and settling down on 
reservations like othor Indian tribes, When 
subjugated he would have them treated wit) 
the utmost kindness and humanity. It is the 
belief of Governor Safford and of other Att 
zonians competent to form an opinion on the 
subject, that one year of earnest militaty 
operations with four thousand troops would 
suffice to break the power of the Apaches 
‘and terrorize them into submission. The at 
tempt should be made, There is a manifest 
incongruity in spending millions of dollars t0 
buy new lands that we do not want and re 
fusing to expend a reasonable sum to make 
territory that we already have, and thst 
worth having, habitable by civilized beings 
and a sourcé of great revenue to the country. 
The regular troops, it is hardly necessary {0 
say, would be auxiliary to the efforts of the 
‘citizens of Arizonn, who have hitherto, with 
their limited resources, done tho best part d 
the fighting. 2

sweeps thrdugh tlie valley and adds so much 
relish to life, in his “Paradise.” But, here is 
Camp VERDE, ARIZONA, 


what he says: 
January 20, 1870. { 

Dear JamEsi—You boys up at Whipple 
just think yourselves a little ahead of us 
Verdeans, but I can tell you al! you are mis- 
taken. Can't you come down here with an 
escort sometime? then you will see fun—it 
is about here. You never saw such sport; 
deer are as plenty as butterflies in summer— 
venison, we are sick of, and prefer beef; then 
the geese and ducks can be counted by hun- 
dreds, and every fellow has two feather pil- 
lows, and our First Sergeant has almost 
enough feathers to make a bed. I do not 
know if you have white swans or not. 
have lots of them, and beaver are so thick 
that some of us are thinking of going into 
the fur trade; and fish, good gracious, the 
trout are splendid—weigh two and three 
pounds each. 

I guess we have one thing about these dig- 
gings that you haven’t—the caves. They 
are hundreds of yeara old, and we think the 
people who lived in them built them to keep 
out of the way of the flood that you read 
about in the Bible—they are ever so far up 
from the valley; and here is the Montezuma 
Well, accounts of which have been put in all 
the Eastern and California papers. 

Only a little while ago, we dug up an old 
Indian and one of his crockery ware pots, just 
under the Colonel’s window. I wonder if his 
spook ever went into the house. There is a 
big Indian graveyard down at the settle- 
ments, all covered with stones. 

There are bear arcund here, as one of the 
boys saw tracks when coming to camp. Mr. 
Crawford, an experienced frontiersman, sees 
Indian fires every time he comes to camp, 
There is gold on top of the mountains, too. 
One of the herders pulled up a bush and 
found shining gold at its roots. He said it 
was a good showing for gold. There is lots 
of it somewhere, but the man has been dis- 
charged, ancl we don't know the exact place. 
It is a fact 

Well, the drum is beating fatigue call, and 
I have to turn out and clean camp.

The Condition of Arizona, 
For years there have been almost unceasing 


complaints of the trenfinent of settlers jn 


Arizona, by the Federal Govertinent, Tho 
comparatively few peoplo who beye'been ablo 
tô remain there, and also keep their sealg 
from being lifted by tho Apaches, feel that 
no sufficiently adequate efforts have been 
made to free tho country from the raids of 
the merciless Indians. The country ig eg. 
ceedingly rich in precious metals, but the 
miners have no fair chance to develop tha 
country, . Portions of it are excellent fop 
agrivltyral purposes. Put there is no safety: 
tor fife at any considerable distance from“ 
armed posta, or towns capable of serious ro. 
sistance, of which there are but fow, and. 
cannot he until the Indians shall be quieted, 
Government has never uppeared in earnest In 
its steps toward pacifying that Territory. 
With an area two or thiee times as great ay 
that of New England, a few companies of ag}. 
diers, or, at most, two or three regiments only 
have been assigned to the work of freeing 
the country fiom the Apacho pest. It is the 
opinion of most persons acquainted with tho 
Apaches thut the only method of quietin 
them is their annihilation. Officers and pri. 


vates who have served there, as well us cih , 
zens residing in the country, seem generally 


of the opinion that no terms of peace can be 


made and hept with them, because of their 
absolute want of honesty, and their implac | 


able animosity toward the whites. But the 
present Governor of the Territory appears tp 
think differently. Ile does not desire theip 
annihilation, and thinks that they may be 
made peaceable through Reservations, and 
the influence of a military furce os guards, 
Whether he be right or wrong in these views 
It is very evidept tbat that country deserves 
a better fate thanits present; that it never 
can be made habitable by such insufficsent 
military operations as Government has an 
thorized heretofore; and that the Territ 

is worth enough to the country to authorize 
the expenditure of sufficient funds and tho 
services of a sufficient force to suppress and 
end forever the bluody and destructive raids, 
murders und robberies of the Apsches.—San 
Francisco Call. 


An Important Bill—Extending the En. 
tire Provisions of the Civil Rights 
Act to the Chinese. 


Wasuinctoy, February 3—The bill re- 
ported by Mr. Trumbull from the Judiciary 
Committee, yesterday, extends the entire 
provisions of the Civil Rights Act to Chi. 
nese, and its. passage will work a revolution 
in Califorma affairs. The bill isas follows: 

And be it emcted, ete, That all persons 
within the yurrdiction of the United States, 
Indians not ted excepted, shall have the 
same tights n every State and Territory of 
the United Stites to mahe and enforce con 
tracts, to sue parties; to give evidence, and 
to the full am equal benefit of all Jaws and 
proceedings fur the security of person and 
property as ue enjoyed by white citizens 
They shall te eulyect to the same punishment, 
pains, and penalties, taxes, heenses, and exac- 
tions of evey kiud; any other law, statute, 
ordinance, egulation, or custom to the con- 
trary notvithstanding. No tax or charge 
shall be inposed or enforced by any State on 
any perso{ emigrating thereto. 

Sec. 2. Any person who, under color of any 
law, stattte, ordinance, regulation, or cus- 
tom, shal! sulgeet or cause to be subjected 
any inhaktant of any State or Territory to 
the deprfation of any right secured or pro 
tected b this Act, or to different punish- 
ment, pms or penalties on account of such 
person bing ahen, or by reason of his color 
or race, han is prescribed for the punishment

The troops now in 
this Territory dro too few in number to do 
much more than protect thomselves, and per- 
form the work around the posts. The fact 
‘is, we must have better protection, and that 
riglit speedily. If Government does not see 
‘fit to let ud have more troops, it will then 
become incumbent upon us to quit business 
and take the fiold against our tormentors. 
Other Indians may be ripe for citizenship, 
‘but, we most earnestly'and honestly assure 
our simple-minded President that the hostile 
Indians of Arizona will never bow the neck 
‘to the white rage until forced to do so hy the 
same arguments used by him in the late war. 

But, the Iden is fust galning ground among 
our people that the, Administration. and its 
pets do not care to chastise, much leas subju- 
gate, bad Indians, and it need not be won- 
dered at that: such an idea depresses them. 
They seo n company, or two, of soldiers at a 
post, two-thirds of whom are employed haul- 
ing wood, water, building and repairing quar- 
ters, herding and taking care of atock, doing 
guard duty, escorting, etc., and, of course, 
they know that the commander of that post 
cannot do much, if any, effective scouting. 
Now, if Government felt for. us, or even at- 
tempted to do-itg duty by us, this would not 
be. Most of tho troops would be kept in 
the Beld, hunting and fighting Indians, and 
citizens would be employed to do the work; 
or, it could hire citizens to do the hunting 
and fighting. But, this is an economical Ad- 
ministration; we are told, Ah! is it indeed! 
Then show us wherein the economy part 
comes in. Its own officers tell us that it 
costs a trifle of $3,000,000 per annum to car- 
ry on “the war” in this Territory. Well, we 
doubt it not, and by the present modus ope- 
randi of carrying on that war, it will continue 
to cost that sum or more for an hundred 
years to come. But, place four or five thous- 
and troops in the Territory, at once, under 
brave, sensible arid industrious commanders, 
keep them woll supplied and steadily at 
work, and two years would not elapse until 
the Indians would be subjugated,—the war 
and its expenses stopped.
